ADAMS  W FRANKLIN. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  laft  let- 
trr  ol  Mr.  idams  that  we  have  received, 
gives  U5  II  liigl)  idea  of  Franklin's  celcbri 
ty  in  F.uropc. 

'*  When  the  affociation  of  encvilopsedifts 
was  formed,  'r.  Franklin  was  coiifidercd 
as  a friend  and  zealous  promoter  of  that 
gieat  eiuerprizc.  wh  ch  engegejJ  all  their 
• raise'.  V l ei)  the  fnciety  ol  vco'iomifts 
was  coinmeiiting,  he  became  one  of  them, 
and  was  solemnly  ordained  a knight  of  the 
Older,  by  the  ayiiig  on  the  hands  of  Dr. 
Quenay,  thv  lather  and  foun  ier  of  that 
feet.  This  effectually  fecur. d the  affect- 
ions and  the  panegyrics  of  that  numerous 
foiiety  of  men  of  letters.  He  had  leen 
tducaiea  a printer,  and  had  practifed  his 


art  in  Biiftcn.  Philadelphia  and  London 
for  many  ye.irs.  where  he  not  only  learned 
the  fill)  power  of  the  prefs  to  exalt  and 
spread  a man’s  fame,  but  acquired  an 
intiinaty  and  correspondence  of  miiiy 
men  of  that  prcfefiioii.  with  ail  theii  edi- 
tors and  many  of  their  corrcf.ioaidents. 

'1  his  whole  ti  ibe  bceanie  enamoured  and 
proud  of  Mr  Franklin  as  a meinbei  ot 
their  body  and  were  consequcntiy  always 
ready  anti  eager  to  publish  any  panegyric 
upon  him  th-it  they  could  procure. 
Throughout  his  whole  life  he  courted  and 
was  courted  by  the  printers,  e '.»,ons  and 
correspondents  of  review.',  magazines, 
journals  and  pamphlet  ers,  and  these  lit- 
tle bust  mccHing  scribblers  that  are  always 
buzzing  abcut  the  prtfs  in  America,  Eng- 
land, France  and  Holland.  These,  togeth- 
er with  I'omc  of  tlie  clerks  in  the  compte 
dr  V-  rgennes’  office  of  imerpteters,  (b'J 
rc*\i  dcs  interpreics)  filled  all  the  gazettes 
in  Kurope  with  inreffant  praises  of  mi-n- 
lieu;  Trankliii.  If  a collection  could  he 
made  of  all  the  gazettes  of  Europe  for  the 
I ittcr  half  of  the  1 7th  century,  a greater 
number  of  panegyrical  paragraphs  upon 
" Lc  Grand  F^oiklin,”  would  appear,  it 
is  believed,  than  Ujion  any  other  man  that 
ever  laved. 

•'  While  he  had  the  fingular  felicity 
to  enjoy  the  entire  eft'em  and  aft'cctioii 
of  all  the  philosopliers  "f  every  denomina- 
tion, he  was  not  lefs  regarded  by  all  the  sects 
tcdenomiiiationsofchrifti  fns  ; the  catholics 
thought  him  almoft  a catholic  ; the  church 
of  Kiigland  claim  him  as  one  of  them; 
t'.c  presb.i  tei  i.ir.s  thought  him  Haifa  pres 
byterun  and  the  friends  lelieve  him  to 
be  a wet  qiiaker.  The  diffrni  ing  clergj^ 
men  in  F.ii.  land  and  A mcrica  were  among 
ihe  moft  diftinguishtd  afi’ertors  and  prop 
agators  of  his  renown.

There  are,  no  doubt,  many  of  the  federal 
Party  continually  discovering  their  errors 
and  abjurin','  ihrir  cause.

them  it  lollows  as  a neceffaiy  confe- 
queiice  that  the  people  have  a right  to  be 
informed  of  the  C'  nduct  and  charafter  of 
their  public  agents. 

In  the  case  of  an  indictment  or  i'lfor. 
matioii  for  a libel  againft  public  vJ|^rs, 
O'  candidates  for  public  office,  teg^Ns  a 
juilificalion,  and  may  be  given  in  evidence 
•as  such  under  the  general  iffue  ; and  thus 
forms  an  exception  to  the  general  rules 
eftablished  by  the  common-law.  but  cx^n 
III  such  case  any  libellous  matter/which 
dues  not  tend  to  show  that  the  perTon  li 
helled  is  unfit  for  the  office,  cannot  he 
jiiftified  because  it  is  true  — In  the  cafe  of 
individuals  who  ate  neither  officers  nor 
candidates  lor  office,  truth  is  no  juftifica- 
tion  of  a libel,  but  tn  all  such  cases  it  may 
be  given  in  evidence  in  mitigation  of  the 
inie.  In  the  cafe  now  before  the  court 
the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  in  jus 
tification,  1:  being  lawful  for  a petitioner 
to  ftate  to  the  legislature,  the  facts  set 
forth  in  the  petition  charged  in  this  case 
as  a libel.  Iiinocaft  is  it  neceffary  or 
proper  that  the  defendant  againft  whom 
there  is  an  indicrnient  or  intormatioir  for 
a libel,  should  plead  the  truth. — M'hich 
is  ordered  to  be  certified  to  the  faid  supe- 
rior court.
